A FAINT HOFE REMAINS FOR 
REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


' 
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From a Washington special to 
the Muskogee Phoenix by Clar­ 
ence B. Douglas: 
“The chance to win the fight in 
the senate for the removal of re­ 
strictions on the Five Tribes bill 
has gone by and the next move 
will be to get it tacked on the In­ 
dian appropriation bill. 
“Section 19, referring to the re­ 
moval of the restrictions, was 
stricken out and there is little 
chance to get it reinserted in the 
House. 
The 
probabilities are 
that only a last ditch fight can 
secure legislation removing the 
restrictions. Congress thinks the 
tribal rolls were stolen in order to 
learn of the status of all of the 
Indians so far as the degree of 
blood is concerned, for the pur­ 


pose of swindling the Indian out 
of his land. 
“I went to the White House 
yesterday and verbally stated the 
situation, asking for presidential 
aid. By appointment I went back 
again todayf with, a written argu­ 
ment and discussed the subject 
with the President. 
He asked 
me to submit my written argu 
moot to 
Commissioner Leupp 
and to bring him Mr. Leupp’s 
decision, which I will do. 
“From sources which to me 
seem unusually strong and which 
have heretofore been dormant, of­ 
fers of assistance have come and 
there seems nothing left for me 
to do, but stay here and go the 
limit before 
admitting defeat. 
Unless something unexpected oc­ 
curs this I will do.”

BILL REPOBTED TO SENATE 


OFFICES ANCHORED 
AT ATOKA ANO ARDMOI 


Muskogee, I. T„ April 14.—

dian' land offices at Atoka and 
Ardmore until the’ final business 
of the government with the In­ 
dians is closed. 
Just how this 
was*done no one seems to know, 
but it looks like the work of some 


smooth ones who were interested 
in the towns or Atoka ~ and Ard­ 
more where the land offices are 
located.' • 
It is known that it was the in 
tention of the commission that as 
soon as the business in those 
two nations had been reduced 
sufficiently to justify it, to move 
the land offices to the main office 
in Muskogee, as was the case in 
the Cherokee land office.

THE JUDGE ELIMINATES 
THE GRAFT OF CURATORS 


Washington, April 14,-—The In­ 
dian appropriation bill was re­ 
ported Friday from the Senate 
committee by Chairman Clapp. 
The principal items of increase 
are as follws: 
Construction 
and repair of 
schools $78,000, new schools and 
insant hospitals in Indian Terri­ 
tory $100,000, for Kickapoos in 
New Mexico and Ol&homa $245, 
235. 
Among the amendments adopt­ 
ed was one Jo the effect that no 
army officer shall be engaged in 
the performace of the duties of 
Indian agent. 
There are a number of amend­ 
ments relating to the different 
tribes of Indians in Oklahoma and 


Indian Territory such as estab­ 
lishing court districts and fixing 
times for holding court, school 
funds, etc. 
The Senate Committee on Indi­ 
an Affairs made two amendments 
of some consequence in the In­ 
dian appropiation bill, which it 
reported to the Senate yesterday. 
The more important of them pro­ 
poses to remove the restrictions 
on the allotments in the Shawnee 
reservation of the Kickapoos, 
who are now in Mexico. 
The other amendment propos­ 
ed by the, committee,. provides 
that the Bardwell survey shall be 
the dividing line between the 
Creek Nation and Oklahoma. Any 
Creek Indian land which by this 
decision may be thrown into Ok 
lahoma is to be appraised and 
bought by the United States. 


Durant, I. T., April 14.—At the 
last term of federal court at 
Atoka the Southern Trust com­ 
pany made an effort to secure an 
allowance of from $30 to $40 in 
each minor's case under a plea of 
“general expenses” to cover ex­ 
penses. 
Judge Humphrey, the 
man who 
believes in “square 
deals,” scented something of 
graft, and disallowed the charges, 
which would in 
the aggregate 
amount to 600 or 700 curators in 
three court* to at least $20,000. 
Last week at Antlers the South­ 
ern Trust company, for the cura­ 


tors, filed reports, and in these 
reports the small sum of $2.88 
under “ general charge” in each 
case was asked for. This, in the 
aggregate, would figure up to 
several thousand dollars; also cur­ 
ator charges of $15 in each case. 
Judge Humphrey 
again siw 
“bugs under the chips,” and dis 
allowed the claims. 
In handing down his opinion 
Judge Humphrey stated that he 
was allowing these curators a 
regular fee for attorneys, same as 
in other cases, which alone fig­ 
ures up high.
